and free expressions of opinion, 
except under compulsion  of| 
the clearest and direst need. 
‘The regulations so closely

During the past few days, res 
sidents in Ghapei, both foreign and 
Chinese, have received notices from 
the Greater Shanghai Bureau of 
Public Safety, ordering them to re~ 
port to the Bureau or its branches 
fon births, deaths, removals, wed- 
‘dings, funerals, etc., whenever such 
events take place. ' 

‘The notice, which is issued by the 
{foreign affairs department of the 
Publie Safety Bureau, draws the 
attention of the residents in the 
Chinese territory to the fact that, 
should the latter fail to observe this, 
order, they will be liable to a fine 
of $10 or less or not more than ten 
Gays’ detention. "Should residents 
refuse to subject themselves to in« 
‘vestigation by officials of the Bureau 
concerning such matters or make 

I be liable to 
ine of $5 or less. Re: 
interfere with officials 
execution of their investigations 
‘will be ligble to a fine of between 
'$5 and $30 or detention for over ten 
days and less than a month, Tho 
notice does not state whether or not 
foreigners enjoying extraterritorial

FATAL ACCIDENT ID 
SINZA ROAD 


Chinese Girl Killed WI 
Riding on Tram 


One of the strangest accidents on 
‘Shanghai roads in which a person 
met death, occurred on May 19 
fon ‘Sinza’ Read, when a Chinese 

about 11 years old was killed 
While riding “on an eastbound 
railless tram.

Difficulties and Dangers 
Ahead

lity, of the bcots worn by the 
Volunteers was noticeable. It 
would be an advantage if an issue| 
of marching boots of a standard 
pattern could be made by the| 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council as is| 
done in the case of uniform and 
equipment. This would follow the| 
practice in other auxiliary forces,| 
eg. the Territorial Army in 
England. 

‘The turnout of the mounted! 
units and the Armoured Car Com- 
pany was particalarly good. The| 
Saddlery of the former is well 
‘cared for and in good condition. 
2 Avme—The arms are in fair| 
‘condition as far as care by the in- 
dividuals to whom they are issued 
is concerned. It is diffeult to judge 
the state of barrels unless they are 
free from cil when they a 
spected, but it is evident that a 
considerable proportion of the 
rifles, revolvers and bayonets. re- 
quire’ overhaul by qualified 
armourers.

8. The standards of handling of| 
arms, drill, marching and musketry} 
are satisfactory. I would like to| 
refer particularly to the effciency| 
in these respects displayed by the} 
Russian Detachment. 

4. 1-—Considerable keen- 
ness is evident, but it appears to 
me that skill in handling of arms 
‘and in what I would eall ‘dril-hall| 
work’ have assumed undue im-| 
portance at the expense of tactical| 
trainiog in the role in which the] 
Corps as a whole might have to 
function. 

‘Simple tactical exercises. appro-| 
priate to the arm concerned should 
bbe carried out. These men who, 
account of short service or for| 
other reasons, have not reached the| 
necessary standard, should be dealt 
with separately and should not be|

This form of training 
should also add to the interest of 
all concerned.

Whitsuntide is regarded so! 
often as almost an inconsequen- 
tial break in the progression 
from Easter to August Bank 
Holiday that for some reason or 
other it does not always get the 
attention it deserves. Yet, as 
its name implies, it has a very 
real meaning for rural England. 
Cottages are whitewashed, young 
women appear in white dresses, 
unless the advance of the highly 
sophisticated urban spirit has 
discouraged the notion. And 
then, Whitsun was one of the 
most satisfactory of the periodi- 
eal Church ales. ‘smacks 
strong of the English spirit, and 
perhaps it may surprise’ the 

rete to know that one of the 
survivals of these ales is the 
word “bridal,” which originally 
indicated the celebration of the 
wedding with the strong brew 
of old England. The associa 
tion of the Church with ale has 
very lively traditions, and it is 
pathetic to think that the makers 
‘of cross word puzzles seem to 
believe that Audit Ale is a drink 
peculiar to the universities. 


‘Those who revel in the diary’ 
of that astute old country parson 
James Woodforde will remember 
that Whitsuntide was celebrated 
in his parish in no half-hearted 
fashion. May 12, 1788, for 
example, gives his entry in the 
diary thus 
“Merry doings at the Heart to- 
day. being Whit Monday out 
Raffling for a Gown et 
‘And in another passage _he 
mentions that on June 13, 1791 
there was a Smock Race et 
the Heart in honour of Whit 
Monday, and the celebrations of 
Whitsuntide did not end with 
Monday or Tuesday, for on June 
15 the worthy parson drove into 
Norwich to attend the Bishop's 
Primary Visitation: 
'... After the Court was ad- 
journed we walked to the Mai 
fead Inn, where most of the 
Clergy with the Chancellor dined 
and spent the Afternoon, about 
84 Clergy dined together. |For 
‘our Dinner we each paid 0.3.0. 
‘The Bishop gave the Wine at and 
after Dinner one Bottle between 
two Clergymen. The Chancellor 
left us about 5 o'clock, I very 
soon afterwards retired with Mr. 
Priest. ‘There " were but few 
Clergy that I knew, We had for 
Dinner Maccarel, Veal, Mutton, 
Green Goose, Ducklings, Peas 
ete, ete. ve? 
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It_ is not surprising to note] 
i ntry of the diary next 
Had but an indifferent 
Night of Sleep,” although the 
diarist, contrary to his usual 
frankness, ascribes the accident 
to ‘a very rough Night, high’ 
Wind with heavy Rain.” It 
is wonderful indeed how our’ 
fancestors managed to consume 
such enormous quantities of 
food and drink without apparent 
disadvantage. The Tithe partic 
which the parson held at suit- 
able intervals were gorgcous 
feasts, as may be gathered from 
the diary. On December 6, 
1791, twenty farmers visited him 
‘and’ paid their dues, “dined, 
spent the remaining part of the 
day with him, and left, at 
midnight well pleased with their 
entertainment.” They might 
‘well be pleased. This is the 
description in the diary:

Yet hardly ever does he 
make more than the most easual 
reference to world events and 
the only mention of Pitt comes 
in an entirely accidental mect- 
ing. On October 4, 1786, the 
diary contains this reference: 

At the same Iu 
Hihdon ‘was Mr. Pitt the 
Minister, in the same Dilemma’ 
as we were all the Horses being 
engaged—He was going to Burton

It will be noted that the 
popularity of Mr. Pitt was con- 
sidered to be a very sound 
reason for the parson to vote 
against him. It is not sur- 
prising in many ways that the 
Rreat events outside were so 
little noted by even the country 
clergy, for news took such a 
long time to get afoot. More- 
over, the forces of the Crown 
were not drawn, as they were a 
hundred years iater, from the 
whole of the manhood of the! 
nation, so that the losses and 
victories must have left a 
large proportion of the 
nation cold, or at the most mild- 
ly interested. Yet this extract of 
January 25, 1783, shows that 
occasionally’ Parson Woodforde 
could forget his pigs and his. 
garden and his parishioner 
‘This Evening the Ipswich News 
brought us the joyful News of 
Peace being signed at Versailles 
the 20 of this month and reed. 
‘at London the 25. No mention of 
the same in either of the Norwich, 
Papers. The above Peace is 
with America, France and Spain, 
Dut not with the “Dutch—Tho! 
daily expected by them.” 
Nowadays Whitsuntide, if not 
in such great repute as Enster, 
a time when the beginning of 
the summer is more or less 
officially. recognized by the 
community. The race meetings, 
the athletic meetings, and the 
cricket grounds all give promise 
of the open-air pleasures which 
find their crown in August and 
September. Yet, of course, the 
rain has to have its option on 
the enjoyments, although it is 
not permitted to damp ardour 
inside as well as out. The 
contention that the present 
generation is lacking in some of 
the finer chafaeteristics of its 
forefathers hardly bears ex 
mination when Parson Wood- 
forde's diary is brought as a 
witness. Just recently. Mr. 
Osbert Sitwell has been pillory- 
ing the Victorians by the simple

intellectual society of the 





cousins of Cowper, for he con- 
fesied to finding the necessity 
of occasionally dining with a 
‘bishop or a baronet rather 
strain on his good temper. 
he did not dispense homilies, he 
was lavish sending pork, 
and veal 
broth to his parishioners, while 
his sporting faculty received 
full scope “in “coursing fine 
large hares” with his. grey 
hounds | Duchess, Hector and 
Reach ‘em. Yet he had _ his 
troubles, because the American 
War had to be paid for in heavy 
taxation, but he was superior to
